The Detroit Lions, who end­ 

ed their four-game losing 
streak at the expense of the 
Los Angeles Hams recently at 
the Coliseum, will try for a 
repeat performance today 
when they host Coach Sil Gill- 
man's club in Bridges Stadium.

If the Ranis win in Detroit, 
it will duplicate the mark 
made last year when Los An­ 
geles lost to Detroit in the Col­ 
iseum, and won from the Lions 
in Briggs Stadium. In 27 games 
in the Rams-Lion series played 
since 1946, Los Angeles has 
won 17 and Detroit 10.

L.A. is favored slightly.
The vital clash will be tele­ 

cast "live" from Detroit with 
sportscastcr Bob Kelly calling 
the play-by-play, Elrpy Hirsch 
explaining the important plays 
and Gil Stratton, Sports Di­

Rolling along In third place 
in the National League rush­ 
ing standings, just 9 yards be­ 
hind J. D. Smith of the 49'ers, 
Ollic Matson is having his 
greatest year since 1956 when 
he gained 924 yards in a Chi­ 
cago Cardinal uniform.
